Tbe lufUatlou of money Votes> . 

To return to the qaetitioQ upoii 
wLiuli ibe ABBnmbly and Guvoruor 
havo parted bad friends, viz.: tbu 
riglit to " initiate money voles," ii 
fvould be a matter ol conaiderablu 
imortance at tbe present momoni 
and cue that would go far to- 
wards allayiny tho prcuout unouttloti 
State of tbe popular mind, it tbe As- 
sembly could sbow tbut it not only 
posauusoB the povvor it uluims, but ibai 
it bus u writtou constitution to buck it 
up. Tbo truth, bowovor, is tbut tuuru 
ifl nd Buch documont in oxistonco, una 
" Miiy'a Parliumoutury Pract.co" — a 
book coutinuuliy quoted from iu sup- 
port Oi t.bo position aasumod — ia 
mcroly a book publiabod wiibout au- 
thority to show tho ousioins, uaagoa 
and I'ogulations ol tbo iLuueea ol Pur- 
liumouL i'or tbo beiiolit of tbo mombora 
thorool'. "May" ciiiiijot iborolori! givu 
any authority or uoustitutioual pois'er 
to oitbor branch of tlio Logialaluro ia 
thia Colony. Eitbur lioueo may adopt 
tho rules therein laid down to govern 
itself and membora, but such lin adop- 
tion will not give the power to ouu 
House as againat tbo other, and lo 
neither as against tho Exeuutivo. So 
tho assorted rights ol' tbo Legislature 
Cannot havo buou obtained by tbe 
tiOopiiou of "May's Parliauiuntary 
Practice,'' and even May " assorts 
that there are '' Sessional Orders" and 
"Standing Orders." The former are 
for tho mobt part renewed or adopluU 
en masse at tho beginning of every 
BOasion, but tho latter are considered 
aa of a permanent nature and so aio 
not renewed or agreed to at the bogin- 
oing of every session. It soenis, 
thofoloro, that "auspeudiog the Stund- 
iujj Orders" would merely apply to 
the "Sessional" and not to the "Per- 
manent Orders." In British Columbia 
the regulations governing the Council 
810 juasi laws agreed to both by tho 
Governor and the Couucii. Their 
Standing Orders may, however, bo 
suspended by iho consent, not of the 
majority, but of tho wholo of tbe 
members. Whenco, then, does our 
Xegialatare derive its power ? Only 
irom tbe iostruotioDS givon to tho 
Governor by the Queen ? The Queen's 
iOBtraoiioaa are binding upou the 
Governor within oertaia limits. Is 
the Governor to obey tho Queen's in- 
structions or is ho to yield to tbe " as- 
serted rights" ot cither branch of tho 
liogislatare ? 



British Voiumbia Politics. 

Tbe coming election appears to 
havo entirely engrossed the attention 
of the polilioiaoa ol the neighbouring 
Colony. Mr John Eobson ia out 
with ft lengthy address to the New 
Westminster constituency. He is 
ready to offer up tbe country on the 
sltar of humanity, and to accept 
Union, or rather the iooorporation of 
Vancouver Island with British Co>> 
lumbia, on tbe terms proposed. Un- 
selfi. b saurificel He will advocate 
Betrenohment in the civil service. 
Tbe partial if not total abolition ol 
the Tonnage Dues. A Homestead 
liaw. Free grants to settlers, and 
taxes on wild lands to be expeadod in 
district roads. Securing sufficient 
land to the Indians for actual use but 
no more, and throwing open tbe whole 
of the residue of the reserves to the 
Bottler. The construction of main 
roads in the agricultural districts. 
"More stringent measures for the sup- 
pression of the smuggling trade so 
extensively carrind on between Vic- 
toria (!) and tbe Indians along our sea 
board," and an immigration scbome 
On other sobjeots such an tbe Fedora 
tion of the Colonies, he hopes to havo 
tho opportunity, when the time comes, 
of expressing his views. So far, Mr 
Hobson is tbe only candidate who has 
publiBhed bis political creed. Passen- 
gers who arrived yesterday by tho 
iJinterprise state that Mr McGullough 
had resigned and his supporleri) had 
gone over to Mr Fisher. Mr Hol- 
brook, who purposoB running for Lil- 
looot, had also resigned in iavor of Mr 
Fisher. Tho latter gentleman docs 
not appear to havo boon put forward 
in earnest at the outset, but his 
chances oi success aro now believed to 
bo so good, that his Committee will 
not Buirer him to resign, and tiio 
opinion obtains that ho will bo return- 
ed by a largo majority, ilr Thomas 
Harris is said to be a candidate for the 
representation ol Cariboo East. Tho 
Gazette dironts tho Magi.stn.to.'i of the 
several oloctivo districts to call meet. 
ingH, but dues not furnish the date 
When tho election is to take [dace. 

A letter wos mailed in one of our

They 
tuive made nrmngemeuta to have hulf a ton 
shipped to this city iia o tost ; and na they aru 
miners without (juflioieot meana to open it 
u|i, they hope to be able to obialu safficient 
capital for that purpose — Columbian.

(I'roin tliK C.iriboo Sontlnol.) 

Williams Creek. 

The past week has been a very disastrous 
one for the mining interests on this creek 
owing to tbe scarcity of water occasioi^cd 
by a continuance of poacbiog hot days and 
heavy night frosts that have prevailed for 
some time p.i9t. Many clalraa have bad to 
suspend work in conseqaeaoe. Tbe few 
claims that have beeo eoatjied to woik have 
been doing very well, atnong whom wo may 
mention the Cornish company who wasbed 
(lul fur 3 days 64 ounces, and for the week 
150 cunces. Tbo Camp company washed 
up lor week 49j'.< ounces, 'i'he Cariboo Co., 
for 5 davs 80 ounces. The Lillooet Co., for 
iveek 100 ounces. Caledonia Co., about 
wages. Last Chance Co., for week 50 oun- 
ces. The Bed Rock Drain Co., on Saturday 
evening, tapped tbe middle abaft of tbe 
Cariboo. Yesterday oorDiog tbe upper abaft 
of the Cariboo Co., was dry wbile tho 
middle one contained some 15 feet of waier, 
ihis will require to be tapped again from tho 
face of the drift but will not be allendaii 
wiih tho same degree ol danger as the first ; 
as soon as this is done 3 or 4 companies that 
have been unable to do anything in their 
diggiogs during the summer will get to 
work. 

Grouse Creek. 

Milling prospects are far brighter on this 
creek at prosent than ihey are on Williamn 
cteuk. 'I ho water ia not very pleniilul il is 
true, but the creek bos fallen suflicierit to 
admit of each company taking op and usini; 
•be water from the oompao;^ immediately 
above them, aod thus alt, with a few ex- 
ceptions perhaps, are enabled to work their 
diggings. All claims that are lalrly opened 
are taking out more or less pay. 

Canyon Creek. 

.Mr Birch, Lieut. Salmon, G. B. Wright 
and T. Spenco during tb^ last week made a 
trip to Canyon creek, with a view of asoer- 
taioing the nature of the oouctry 

I bey found about 80 meo on Hi.xon croek. 
But few of tbeolaima were luirly (ipuned ; 
these were yielding from S8 to 812 per day 
10 tne men. The whole creek for milon Koem- 
cd similar to this, and will afh rd eriploy- 
mi!iil liir Hcvcral hundred men. Tho digj,'iiigH 
are nut dillicull to work, being from four lo 
fix or eight feet deep und easily wiiKhed. 
Tuere ate a great many quarts veins well 
deSned and containing gold ; two lends have 
lieen traced on tho bills for a long distance, 
and preparations were being made for open- 
ing them. Mr Birch took from each a sack 
of ibe rock for the purpose of tesdng in New 
VVeBtminsiur. (hi the day before bii arrival, 
a pixne wan picked up in ono of tbe veins 
oonlainiog ovtr an ounce ol gold. He obtain- 
ed several lino quartz spool mens. 

The bed rock on ihj creaii \» mostly a soft 
rotten sand stono. or Hoft dociijod (juariz ol 
ihe consisieaoy of uliiy; through the lulti r 
alreuks of rotlen <iuiiri/. are I'uuiicl, and good 
prospeota are oblaiiied by pounding tlio rocU 
aud washing in a pun. All tho gold from 
tho bauka seoms to be rough, full of qnartz 
and evidently not mnub woro by water. 

The Blue l^ead Ca'y have a streak of blue 
cnivcl reiembllng much tho William oreek 
dirt ; it, is pitching at a sharp angle into Ihe 
bank, and even on the sutfaoa pays well. W. 
.Sicv.-att, forinorly of the Caledonia Co'y is 
loruiiMii, and is making prepattioDB for ex- 
tuHKivo works. 

Mr Birch and party left lbs creek on Tues- 
day at 1 o'clock p. III., aod took a boat ul the 
mouth ul Canyon creek for Quesoel; they ran 
ihruugh the canon above Cottonwood without 
ri>k. It is Mr Wright's opiuiuo that, it busi.- 
niiis warrants it, he can iDO bia ateamcr 
uirough lo the mouth of the oreek. Tbe dis> 
iiiiicu by river Iroin (juc80el is eglimaled at 
about GO miles; disiaooe from mootb ol Cot- 
tnnwoud river to Ilixaott oi-eek, aboat 30 
miles. 

An ezobaogB gives reasons for not 
publisbing a poetiu effusion as follows ; "The 
rbyibm sounds like pumpkins rolling over a 
barn floor, wl ile some lines appear to bav.^ 
been moasured with a yard-niiok, and othciu 
.wUb a tenifoot pole." 



The Uudsoii Itay (Company's Post and 
i'olonizaUof.- 

The Directors of the Hiulsnn Bay Company 
have i.^isued their aniiuul report, in which 
ihey discuss the quBsiinn wiieilier or no col- 
onization on a lari;e scale ouiiht to be under- 
taken by the Cuin[iaiiy. They say : 

An offer was made to the company to 
assume the government of tho territory, but 
il was on terms which woujd have loft to our 
prnprii'iors no pro-pect of immediate profit,, 
and very litile liopo of futiire gain of any 
kind. A counter proposal WBS then made 
by u.s which was not accepted and the la- 
inenti'd death of tho Duke of Nowoastle put 
an end to the nenolialiiuis in this lorm. Wo 
see 0(1 8Un;itniii.s as yel, either liero or in 
AuiiM'ica. uf any inuuediato (leiiuiiul lot land 
in tho Iludsoi- territory such aa ha aniici- 
patOB, but even if, in tbo existing slato of 
things, settlers oeeupied the land, would they 
over pay the "wi'ul; private eoinpany" for Il7 
Our experience at lied Uiver points to a dif- 
ferent oonolusion. Most assuredly the only 
oonditiou for their doing so ia tbe ezisteocc 
admiuistered in tbe Queen's name, and that 
has been refused lo us except on terms 
which would virtually deprive us of the con- 
trol and proprietorsuip of our lands. We 
cannot colonize auccesafully tbe lane which 
wo have without another goveroraent, and 
wo have been relu"ed another governmeui 
without sacrificing the land which we seek to 
colonize. A" honest men, too, wo cannot 
sell land in this country to settlers without 
preparii g for their reception, aud without be- 
lu" sure of allordin^ tbem quiet possession 
an'd sulBcieot protaoliou when they arrive 
there. 

Assuming things to remain as they are 
now with respect to tho government ot the 
territory, the queslion now lies between tho 

two (ollinviin; positions : 

1. Till.' eiimpaiiy may prncoed nt ODoe to 
duiil vviili ilii ir urril'MV as if iha sale of land 
was it.s priiicip.il liiisiiH.'.-;s, and us if the fur 
trade was a secondary object. This would, 
in fact. char'!,'e tho wholo characler of its 
operations as at present carried on. It would 
certainly involve a lar;.;o e.xpendiiuro ol 
ready money, and would as certainly impose 
upon the company an indefinite responsibil- 
ity for tbe faturo. It would injare the trade 
now in existence by the direct withdrawal ol 
capital, by laoililaliog perhaps to a certain 
degree the rivalry of Other traders, and by 
estranging our officers and disorganzing the 
service as at pre«ent arranged. The only 
sure S'lurco ol ucliial income might be im- 
paired, and till' prospect ol future gain from 
tlie .t-ulc (il land.s be doublful. 

2. On the 0, her hand, by economy in ite 
nrrangemenlfi at litniie ami abro.id, by exped- 
iliriu: the tiiiiisport, and thus diminishing 
gradually tho laigu amount of capital lying 
dead in goods and provisions at tho several 
posts In the interior, and by an extension ol 
its trode in proper quarters, the company 
may seek at once to keep down its expendi- 
ture aod increase its retarns. It woald Ibua 
abstain from accelerating interfcroncos with 
its existing busines.', while it would proDt to 
the utmost by all il.s present sources of in- 
coino. In tho meaiitiiiio the land is not 
decreasing in valiui, since its prnspeotive 
worth is growing wiili llie increase of popula- 
tion in the neighboring states and teirilorics, 
and we havo no otijeciion to colonization il 
the conditions necessary lor settlement are 
Drst secured, or if any company or association 
will undertake, with safficient guaranties too 
lespoosibility of emigration. 

The claims of the oompaoy on the United 
States geveroroent ore now approaching 
adjudication, which may, in tact, be e-xpipt- 
od before tho close ol the present year. The 
dividends ot tho nluirebolders, ho thoy lar):;e 
or small, will not at any rale be risked or 
damaged by pr<'maturo acting on their own 
part.

— John, tho Songish 
Indian who showed such resistance to ollicer 
Foriall, when arrested for stesling ciolhes, 
war- yeetardaj brought before tho Magisirato, 
charged with stealing some dresses, oioaks 
and other articles of wearing apparel, tbe 
property of Mr D. D. Moses, of the value of 
$30 and upwards. The complainant stated 
tbat a back window naa broken ul his resid- 
eoee at the top of Yates street on Tuesday, 
at half past 5 p. m., un entry mado and cloih- 
ing which bolonged to his wilo stolon. A 
neighbor saw the Indian go though the 
window and oome oat with tbe clothes and 
arrested him, but the Indian slipped off his 
coat, and with u knife in bia hand showed 
flght. Ho subsequently ran away, witness 
pursued him, and nieeliug Sergeant Ferrall 
gave up tho chase to him. The Sergeant pur- 
sued Ibc man for a mile and a half through 
tho brush towards Tod's, and subsequently 
discovered bin lying in a ditch shamming 
sleep. Prisoner refused to be brought to 
jail and denuded himself of all clothing, 
but the ofiicor having obtainod assistance 
secured him, and brought him to lown. 
John as usual pleaded that tho clothes were 
given to him liy another Indian. Tb'i .Mag~ 
isirato told him bo was a very bad Inoiaii, 
and seoteneed him to four months' imprisoo- 
mont with bard labor. , 

Returned rnou Mou.nt Bakkh — Mr K. 
T. Culuiuun, one of tho party who recently 
succeeded in nearly reaobing tho summit of 
Mount Baker, returned yesterday in a canoe 
from Bellingbam Bay. Mr Coleman says 
thot they ottamed a point about .'lO feet (rum 
the highest pinaacle, which they louud to be 
in the form of a dome. An attempt would 
have been made to roach ibu upex by a cir- 
uuitouB route, but provisions ran :.hort, and 
some ol the party wore pressed for time; they 
therefore retraced their steps, though with 
tho determination to renew the attempt next 
year if possible. The weather was I 'vorable 
for the nndertaking and it was not unpleasant- 
ly cold in tbe icy regions. The crator was 
passed about hall a mile to the right, but 
they vrere unable from their position to in- 
spect it. Tho Bulphurie vapour emitted was 
howurer quite diecernible to their ollactory 
senses. 



New Coronkr's Jury Law. — The Sii- 
pendiary Magistrate, acting as Coroner under 
tbe provisions of the new Coroner's Jury 
Law, which conGnoa the aumber ot Jurymen 
to aix, yeaterday summoned the requisite 
number to enqaite into the catisea attending 
the death of a Cowiohan Indian. Tbe 
custom heretofore has been lo aummons 
twenty-lour jurora ; a custom that inflicted 
hardships on business men, somo of whom 
wero compelled to serve on several inquests 
in each year, Under tbe new law, tbe 
duties will not be so oneroBS as noder tbe 
old system, as three-fourths of the former 
number are released from daty on each 
inqaesfe. 

Cbdab Cribk— It is with great plearare, 
says tbe Cariboo Sentinel, we are enabled to 
slate, on the authority of several reliable 
naineia who have just retorned from this 
creek, that the diggings are not quite "played 
out" yet. Wa are inlormed that the Diacov- 
ery Co'y hud commenced washing on Wed- 
nesday last, and took out for that day, with 
five moo, $100. This company conlidontly 
cxpeot to aToiage an ounoa a day to tbe band. 
No other claims above them had got ready 
to wash, bat all were busy preparing, and re- 
newed confidence appeared to be generally 
entertained in the diggings in oonseqnence of 
the flattering prospects obtained by tbe Dis- 
covery Company. 



Native Murdkb. — On Monday afternoon 
two Cowiohan Indians, residing near Es(iui- 
malt, while under tbo inlluencc of liquor, 
quarrelled, when ono, naraod Qiiintofl, fired 
a muakot at another named " I'oin," the ball 
missed ; Quintoff ranback to his house, re- 
loaded, and coming back fired again at 
"Tom," this time with better (or worse) 
effect; tho ball entered the vioiim's back 
aod passed entiroiy ihrough bis groin. 
"Tom" lingered until tbe next tiiglit when 
bodied, (^uinloff Hod to Cowiohan and took 
refuge with his tribe. An inquest held 
over tho body yesterday resulted in a verdict 
of " wilful murder " against the inurderor.
